RATE 


NG BIRTH 
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A writer in “American Medicine” steps for- 
ward to calm the fears cf ihzsc who are alarmed at 
reports that the birth raic ‘s ‘onding to decrease vir- 
tually all over the world. As a matter of fact, the 
world birth rate has been decreasing steadily for a 
number of years, but. each new announcement of the 
fact brings fresh panic in the ranks of those who be 
lieve large families are the. safeguard of civilization. 
This belief;“according to “American Medicine” 
is unwarranted. ‘“‘Civiliza.ion has never yet been 
caved and no one knows just what can save it. Per- 
haps the destiny of every civilization is ievitably 
nothing more than iis end. It is just barely possible 
that our civilization may prove the one and only ex- 
ception and that it will be saved, but it will not be 
saved by large families—for the very reason that 
there can be no large families beyond a certain cultural 
point. In every nation and in every era, the large 
family began to dwindle with the advance of cul- 
ture. There is an wevitable law which controls this 
“inverse proportion.” 

e writer might have added, however, that 
with the decline in birthrate which inevitably follows 
an advance in culture, there is an accompanying de- 
cline in the death rate, especially among infants.

It is a wise provision of nature perhaps that 
tends to increase the birth rate in times that from 
the point of view of human comfort are most un- 
propitious. Thus, it is in the homes of the poor that 
the highest birth rate prevails even in our times, and 
it has been noted that in famine stricken countries, 
there is an increase in birth rate, albeit a correspond- 
ing increase in death rate.
